WHAT TORNADO DID IN CINCINNATI 


London, March 14.—The Amer- 


icas steamer Algonquin fell vic- 


tim Monday to the German ruth- 


less submarine warfare. 


All of her crew of 27 were saved 


according to official advices re- 


ceived by the American embassy 


from the American consul at the 


port where they were landed. 


The Algonquin was attacked— 


without warning'—by shell fire 


from the German U-boat. 


After her crew had taken to the 


life boats, the German commander 


sent a detachment of his men 


aboard the Algonquin. They set 
bombs, which sank the ship. 


Reports here indicated that the 


submarine refused assistance to 
the Algonquin's crew after they 
had taken to the boats. 


The submarine .opened fire from' 


a point three miles distant from 


the Algonquin and fired twenty 
shells at the first fusillade. 


When appealed to, the submar- 


ine's commander refused a request 


of the survivors to tow the life 
boats, and, departing, -left the Al- 
gonquin's .crew to their fate. 


The Algonquin was formerly in lake traffic and was pat in 


trans-Atlantic service when the demand for bottom became so 
great that many lake ships were bought for such service. 


Lloyd's list the Algonquin, registered at Port Arthur, Ont., 


as a steel screw three masted steamer of 1,806 tons. She was built 
in 1888 at Glasgow and was formerly owned by A. B. Mackay. 


When she was transferred to the American Steamer-Line she 


was put under American registry and flew the American flag.

Founded on recent unfortunate tnd costly experiences with the 


waterworks plant and itrengthened by the conviction that Ports- 
mouth will nave to undergo greater disaster and expense before she 
will ever have a real water system, remarks 'by several members, 
ti the last meeting of the board of trade, indicate a movement may 
soon form to put the city under a commission form of government.

Hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars have 'been wasted in'makeshift alterations and repairs, the 
total result'of which'is to appallingly increase the cost of operation 
find leave it a menace to the welfare of,the community in more ways 
than one. It is true this calamity, for such it is, was worked under 
a so-called form of popular government, but the fault was with the 
inefficiency of the* individual, who composed the form and not the 
particular forin itself. It could just as well and, probably would have 
been perpetrated under any other form. But it is claimed commis- 
sion form will give a better class of officials and therefore greater 
efficiency, because it wilt divorce politics from municipal politics. 
We are not even going to dispute that; it isn't at all necessary until 
the decree is shown 'banishing politics from this man's town where 
public jobs are existent.
